NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—(4)—The na- 
tional industrial conference board, a 
statistical organization maintained by 
large industrial corporations, an- 
nounced today that replies to a ques- 
tionnaire made by more than 5,000 
ecitors of newspapers and farm jour-

and price-fixing by government. 

On the question, “Does public opin- 
ion in your community favor control 
of the management of private business 
by government bureaus of officials,” 
the board stated the replies were: 
Yes. 256, or 5.2 per cent; no, 4.563. 
or 92.5 per cent; doubtful, 112, or 2.3 
per cent. 

Replies were 23.5 per cent for, 73.6 
against, and 2.9 per cent doubtful on 
the question of fixing selling prices 
by the government for farm products. 
The same question applied to factory 
products was 17 per cent for, 808 
oy cent against, 2.2. per cent doubt- 
ul.

New Jersey Officials To 
Seek Kidnap-Murder In- 
dictment.

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—(4)—The 
evidence on which New Jersey offi- 
cials hope to indict Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann for the kidnaping and 
death of Baby Charles A. Lindbergh 
was assembled tonight at Fleming- 
ton, N, J., for presentation tomor- 
row to a grand jury. 

It was indicated New Jersey will 
ask Hauptmann’s indictment for mur- 
der inStead of for kidnaping. 


Colonel Lindbergh and government 
agents who have spent two and a 
half years trailing the kidnapers will 
testify, as will Millard Whited, Jer- 
sey house’ painter who _ identified 
Hauptmann as a man he had seen 
prowling on the Lindbergh estate a 
fortnight before the kidnaping. 

Colonel H. Norman Schwarzkopf, 
head of the New Jersey state police, 
said he considered Whited a “cred- 
ible witness” and that there were no 
contradictions to his story. 

Whited, a former neighbor of the 
Lindberghs near Hopewell, N. Jd., 
two trips past the estate on 
dates which Schwarzkopf said he fixed 
as between February 18 and 29, 1932, 

The former date was fixed by the 
death of a relative of Whited, 
Schwarzkopf explained, while the lat- 
ter was set as two days before he 
was questioned about the kidnaping 
by state police. 


Colonel Lindbergh has not talked 
to Whited, the police head added, “at 
our request.” 

Twenty-three witnesses will appear 
before the jurors, said Attorney-Gen- 
eral David A. Wilentz, who expects 
to complete the hearing in a day.

GEORGIA PROGRAM 
ON PUBLIC WORKS 
S AGCELERATED 


Six Projects Completed 
and Work on 19 Others 
Under Way, Govern- 
ment Report Shows.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The gov- 
ernment public works program in 
Georgia, slow getting under way due 
to state constitutional limitations on 
borrowing, was shown by a PWA 
progress report today to have gone 
into a quickstep, with numerous proj- 

ects in actual construction. 

The state already had drawn down 
$1,401,703 of its total non-federal al- 
lotments of $9,273,485, to pay actual 
costs as work progresses. On Octo- 
ber 1 Georvia had completed six -pro)- 
ects and construction had started on 
19 others in about as many cities. — 

However, the state’s three princi- 
pal enterprises under public works— 
Reidsville state prison, $1,500,000; 
Georgia state colleges, $2,817,000, an 
Augusta water power, $1,500,000—still 
awaited agreement between Washing- 
ton and the sponsors, and in the Au- 
gusta project a decision on plans of 
procedure. 

Secretary Ickes, the public works 
administrator, already has executed 
the bond contract for the prison loan, 
but the applicant, the state of Geor- 
gia, has not acted on this paper. The 
prison project. was approved under a 
lease-and-buy arrangement between 
Georgia and the federal government. 

Release of money for the building 
at schools of the university system 
was delayed by failure of the board 
of regents to perfect its resolution 
authorizing the debt, and some diffi- 
culty also was experienced in gettiug 
the minutes of the meeting, at which 
the resolution was adopted, into shape 
satisfactory to PWA attorneys. It was 
understood the minutes as originally 
sent to Washington failed to show a 
sufficient number of the board mem- 
bers present at the resolution meet- 
ing and the board records did not say 
whether all members received notice 
of the meeting as required in the by- 
laws. 

These were regarded as technicali- 
ties, however, which soon will be 
smoothed out and the way cleared 
for releasé of money for work to be- 


gin. 
PWA said the Augusta canal pow- 
er project still was “under study.” 
The $1,250,000 allotted was only half 
the sum asked by the canal cvommis- 
sion, and covered only the construc- 
tion of a hydroelectric plant, while 
the commission wanted also to build 
a mechanical standby generator of 
equal cost and capacity. PWA asked 
the commission to arrange for stand- 
by power with a private company. The 
standby would be used during low 
water periods on the canal. So far 
as known here the commission has not 
arranged for this auxiliary system.

CORNING, N. Y., Oct. 7.—()— 
The finish of the casting of the 200- 
inch telescope disc, the biggest piece 
of glass ever made, was announced 
tonight at the Corning Glass Works. 

Removed from its oven, the 20-ton 
“eye” is cool enough for workmen to 
walk upon. It is shaped like a slice 
of canned pineapple with a hole in 
the center, and a face big enough for 
a dance floor. 

This is the disc poured here last 
March. Whether it will become the 
“eye” for the world’s largest tele- 
scope, as originally planned, is doubt- 
ful. Its finishing was hurried in or- 
der to use its great mold for casting

glass. 


a second eye, its twin in size and 
shape. 
Preparations for the second cast- 
ing will begin immediately. it was an- 
nounced tonight. The time for the 
second pouring is not set, but bar- 
ring accidents should be before the 
year ends. . 
Meanwhile the glass now finished 
is a “trial horse” instead of an “eye.” 
It will be used to study problems of 
the second eye, including handling for 


In case the second one 
should meet with accident, the pres- 
ent disc can be ground to the saucer 
shape needed and be made as original- 
ly intended into the mirror for the 
200-inch telescope to be erected not 
far from Los Angeles. 

But if it is so used, it will have 
to be put back into an annealing 
oven and baked for 11 months to re- 
move minor strains inside the solid 


One of the “trial horse” problems 
will be packing for shipment to the 
coast. It is expected that steel 
frames will have to be built and spe- 
cially shaped. Even the engineer of 
the locomotive drawing the “eye” to 
the coast will have special safety 
charts for guiding his hand at the lo- 
comotive throttle. 

he ultimate “eye” sent to Cali- 
fornia. whether it is made from this 
first disc or the coming “twin,” will 
represent an investment of probably 
around half a milion dollars. 

The advantage expected for the sec- 
ond mirror is less’ grinding’ than 
would be required to finish the glass 
just removed from the annealer.

New Types of Wines and Cordials 
To Be Made From Citrus Surpluses 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—()— 
Government chemists have discovered 
that citrus fruits—oranges, grape- 
fruit, tangerines—will make an ex- 
cellent new type of alcoholic wines 
and cordials. 

They are hopeful, it was said to- 
day, that this method of utilizing the 
fruits will remove  price-depressing 
surpluses from the markets. 

The new products, developed at the 
agriculture department’s station at 
Winter Haven, Fla., range from light 
, wines to heavier, fortified liquors and 
are not imitations of products pre- 
| viously on the market, officials said, 
|although some _ resemble sauterne, 
sherry, port and other wines.

A heavier, sherry type wine, full 
flavored and dark amber in color, 
was made by fortifying the light wine 
with distilled grapefruit juice and 


aging the product. 

Grapefruit cordial produced has a 
| pronounced fruit aroma and was made 
by adding sugar and flavors from the 
fruit to the distilled wine. 
| Brandy resulted from distillation of 
freshly fermented, sweetened juice, 
aged in oak casks. 
| On the-basis of fruit costing about 
45 cents a field box and a plant rep- 
/resenting an investment of $15,000, 
tentative estimates placed the cost of 
producing ordinary citrus wine at 
about 32 cents per gallon.

The natural products marketing 
act enacted by the Canadian par- 
liament gives the government of 
Prime Minister Bennett far greater 
powers than those bestowed on 
President Roosevelt under the AAA. 
It makes the prime minister a farm 
czar who, if he wished to exercise 
the full authority given him by the 
new law, could dictate every phase 
of the production and marketing cf 
the products of the soil, the forest 
and the waters in the dominion. 

The low prices received for Ca- 
nadian wheat from 1930 to 1933 
brought aWout widespread discon- 
tent among the farmers of the do- 
minion. So intense did this discon- 
tent become that prejudice and 
anger reached threatening propor- 
tions in the rural districts. 

Out of this situation grew the 
marketing act, probably the most 
radical legislation ever enacted by 
the Canadian parliament. It gives 
the government the power to Say 
when and where agricultural prod- 
ucts are to be disposed of, through 
what agency, to determine the man- 
ner of distribution and the quantity 
‘and quality of the, products to be 
|marketed by any one person at any 
itime. Uf it so wills, the government 
can prohibit any farmer from mar- 
keting any given product. 

This power is contained in the 
licensing provision of the act, which 
prescribes that no producer nor 
dealer can sell or buy without ob- 
taining ‘a license from the govern- 
ment, The licenses are revokable 
iat the will of the government. 

The act will be administered by 
‘a marketing board, with a provin- 
cial board in each province. The 
local boards will have full authority

Bruges. 


The neo-Catholic writers of the type 
of Chesterton, Gibbs and Bernanos go 
to Bruges in Flanders to bathe in the 
mystic atmosphere that broods over 
this strange town. For here reigns a 
silence as that of prayer. The main 
street and the quays are gold and 
silver miniatures out of a mediaeval 
Book of Hours.  Instinctively you 
walk on tip-toe so as not to disturb 
the serenity of the morning stillness 
which is broken only by the soft pad- 
die of the snow-white swans as they 
glide over the blue surface of the 
Minnewater. The water whispers and 
sighs as a man in a dream and then 
falls asleep again. An inexpressible 
melancholy, an inesespable sadness 
drifts over the town and into the 
hearts silver bells which seem to be 
muffled in cotton to deaden the shrill- 
ness of the metal.

News Behind the News 


CO-OPERATION WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—There can be no 
doubt about the confidential efforts now 
being made by the most prominent New Dealers to effect a mutual 
better understanding with business. 
All the denials being offered at the White House and elsewhere 
are for diplomatic purposes only. The White House does not know 
how much, if anything, will come out of the efforts. It desires to 
avoid premature commitments and publicity. 

That is what seems to have been behind President Roosevelt's 
own unpublicized meetings with business and financial men at Hyde 
Park and on the Astor yacht at ghe cup races. Also what is be- 
hind the dinner conferences whic Mr. Moley is holding from time 
to time with businessmen in New York and elsewhere. 


SENSE What seems to have happened is this: 

The Tugwellian wing of the brain trust here has been 
saying all along that the fears of businessmen were NOT sincere; 
that business was just bleating because the New Deal was inter- 
fering with its greedy purposes; that the only businessmen who 
were really trying to make Mr. Roosevelt end all uncertainty were 
the speculators in the stock market. 

The more practical brain trusters, particularly Moley, could see 
there was more in the business attitude than that. They thought 
it might be merely a case of misunderstanding and that the only 
sensible thing to do, at any rate, was to try to find out what was 
wrong. Perhaps, then, something could be done about it. 

No one here believes the administration has any idea of sacri- 
ficing any of its policies. The only purpose seems to be for busi- 
ness and government to work together, so each can have a better 
knowledge of the other’s problems and ideas. 

It is quite true, as stated by the White House and Mr. Moley, 
that he is acting on his own initiative. But it also is true that any- 
thing of importance heard by Mr. Moley during these dinners also 
will unquestionably be heard later by the president. 


PROGRESSIVE DISAFFECTIONS The administration {fs 
having considerable 
trouble away down deep with the progressive republicans. 

These progressive boys were satisfied with the careful, help- 
ful attitude taken by Mr. Roosevelt regarding their present cam- 
paigns for re-election to the house, senate and to gubernatorial 
chairs. But the way Chairman Farley has been running around, 
promoting the candidacies of their democratic opponents, has irked 
them considerably. 

There are some insiders here who feel that the insistence of 
President Glenn Frank (University of Wisconsin) on the with- 
drawal of Chairman Garrison, of the New Deal labor board—Gar- 
rison is dean of the Wisconsin law school—may have had some 
connection with the resentment of some La Follette supporters 
against Mr. Farley’s democratic partisanship. They may be wrong, 
but they cannot help feeling that there is something more behind 
Garrison’s withdrawal than the reasons publicly offered, 


PINCHOT The estrangement of Pinchot in Pennsylvania is no 
secret. It is based in some small degree on Farley’s 

warm activity for his friend, Joe Guffey, the democratic senatorial 
candidate, although there is, of course, more to it than that. 

Democratic G. H. Q. learned some weeks ago that Pinchot was 
backsliding. They well knew he was lost to the democrats when 
he made a deal with the regular republican legislature for confirm- 
ing his own particular public ‘service commissioners. Then Hop- 
kins cacked down on the Pinchot relief plans.

HASTE Jesse Jones is no politician, either, but you may have 

noticed the announcement of his new plan to release 
large sums in closed banks, not next month, or for Thanksgiving, 
or Christmas, but immediately, pronto, forthwith. 

The murmur of approval from the democratic candidates for 
public office swelled in here like a gust of whispered hosannas. 
Election day is only three weeks off. 

Comptroller O’Connor immediately sent out orders to the re- 
ceivers Of 300 or 400 closed national banks under his control, 
directing them to take advantage of the plan. They will come in 
at once. Most of their disbursements will undoubtedly be made 
before election day. 

The RFC has more than a billion and a half in its horn of plenty 
for this purpose. The potential assets of closed banks are sup- 
posed to be worth about two billions. ls everybody happy?

The ordinary man, who makes no claim to scientific knowledge that 
would explain creation, cannot conceive of such a thing as a universe 
without order. 

He sees about him unlimited evidence of intelligent planning and 
direction, and finds no explanation except in the existence of an om- 
nipotent Power with infinite intelligence. 

Having conceded the existence of such a Power, it is Strange that 
he should question the efficacy of prayer. 

Observe how simple logic leads from one to the other. 

Since badness is harmful and goodness is beneficent, it follows that 
intelligence would choose goodness. An infinite intelligence would be 
infinitely good. 

And Since it is axiomatic that a product cannot be greater than the 
capacity of its source, nor the gift greater than the giver, and since man 
possesses such good qualities as kindness, justice, forgiveness and com- 
passion, it follows that his Creator must possess these qualities in in- 
finite degree. 

One of the manifestations of intelligence is the ability to commu- 
nicate thought. If men, of finite intelligence, can communicate their 
thoughts to one another, does it not follow that a Power of infinite 
intelligence can communicate with its creatures and receive their com- 
munications? 

It would be strange indeed if a Power capable of creating man’s 
brain could not understand its thoughts. 

But, you say, it is one thing to understand a petition and another 
to grant it. Quite true. 

But does a mortal father, having created a son in his own image, 
deny requests that kindness and generosity could grant? If not, whv 
Should a Creator of infinite kindness and generosity deny good things 
to His creatures? 

Yet prayers do remain unanswered, as all men know. Well that, 
too, could be explained. A thought petition with a thought of disbelief 
would nullify and cancel itself and be no petition at all. Anda father, 
being wiser than his child, in kindness denies many harmful things that 
are earnestly desired. 

It is all a mystery still, but this much seems certain: We can hurt 
ourselves, and others can hurt us; yet all things would be well with a

On the question of government go- 
ing into business in competition with 
power companies replies showed 25.5 
per cent in favor, 71.8 per cent 
against, and 2.7 per cent doubtful. 
The same question as applied to 
“other industry” was divided 3.6 per 
cent for, 94.9 against, 1.5 doubtful. 

“Would public opinion in your com- 
munity favor government taking over 
the banking system?’ showed 35.6 
per cent of answers in favor, 59.7 per 
cent against, and 4.8 per cent doubt- 
ful. 

More than 94 per cent of replies 
stated the profit motive was essential 
to business progress.

. HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Oct. 7.— 
I’m sick and tired of being a gen- 
tleman,” said Herbert Marshall. 

The remark, as an opener, had all 
the hallmarks of being a vital decla- 
ration of independence. One had im- 
mediate: visions of Marshall, eaten 
with regret because he had not re- 
taliated on John Monk Saunders when 
that worthy saw fii to strike him in 
the dark, as it were, 


In a sudden and fierce sort of 
montage, one visualized Mr. Marshall 
in a number of situations—telling 
the director off, for instance—or tell- 
ing autograph hunters off when they 
swarm about him and he only wishes 
a quiet little luncheon with the lady 
of his heart—or even telling off the 
righteous members 'of the British 
colony who think he should have no 
heart at all, only a head and plenty 
of English spit and polish. 

As Marshall stood there, immacu- 
late in white linen coat, brown and 
white checked trousers and a_loose- 
ly-tied brown scarf about his throat, 
the idea of such a figure going ber- 
serk had its provocative possibilities, 
Then the illusion was despoiled, for 
Marshall announced: 

“I don’t know how this all start- 
ed, but since I've played in pictures 
they’re determined to brand me as a 
suave gentleman, It’s a compliment 
I disapprove of. You see, I don’t 
think I’m Suave at all. To me the 
term implies artificiality ... A stud- 
led pose, and I'm darned if I am 
artificial. Neither am I aloof, as 
has been said, seeluding myself with 
a small group of friends. The fact 
is, I know and associate with a tre- 
mendous amount of people, 


“I don’t mind playing the suave 
gentleman, or the polished gentleman, 
so long as he has revealing moments 
when he can show that basically he 
can burst through to show, let us 
Say, intestinal fortitude, One reason 
why I like my present role with 
Garbo is that, though the character 
iS a nice gentle fellow, he can and 
does, become beautifully angry.” 

Now what really is at the bottom 
of it all is that Mr. Marshall would 
like a crack at some roles that 
aren’t routine. He'd like something 
that isn’t as much like the role he 
played before as cne piece of ticker 
tape is like the next piece. In short, 
contemplation of his various motion 
picture heroes is so all of a sameness 
that Mr. Marshall is seized with a 
great ennui. It’s like trying to find 
one friendly strand of spaghetti in 
a bowlful. Try and eatch the tem- 
peramental hang of a piece of spa- 
ghetti, 

“When I was beginning,” Marshall 
tells you, “I played butlers, soldiers, 
counts, sailors, the fore legs of a 
horse and even a coat rack.” 

You see, in the beginning, Herbert 
Marshall had no idea of becoming 
an actor at all. When he was grad- 
uated from St. Mary's College in 
Harlow, England, he became an ar- 
ticled clerk (pronounced to rhyme 
with lark) for a firm of chartered 
accountants in London. He had diffi- 
eulties with adding and subtracting, 
so they sacked him. When he realized 
that, as a clerk, he was a dismal 
flop, he got a job as, assistant stace 
manager with a theatrical troupe. And 
he passed most ef his time traveling 
in and out with the road companies, 
playing every part back stage except 
that of actor. 

Marshall's job was abolished when 
the company had to retrench, so he 
got one as a butler with “The Ad- 
ventures of Lady Ursula” company. 
Two years of bit playing with this 
company landed him in London. 
Cyril Maude saw him and wanted 
him for the role of Ernest Heron— 
the very nervous man—in “Grumpy.” 
Marshall was so nervous that he 
impressed Maude as acting the part 
to perfection and forthwith was hired 
for the tour of the United States 
and Canada. 

At least, that is Marshall's story 
—that part about being so nervous. 
Maude's storv..is jus’ that he is one 
of the best actors ever seen.

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RODENTS. 

According to the original meaning 
of the word “rodent” almost any veg- 
etarian in the animal kingdom was 
included, provided he met the original 
requirement of having a pair or 80 
of specialized incisor teeth in the jaws, 
and the five-toed foot. 

Nowadays this original grouping is 
separated into two large groups. There 
ure the true rodents, which include 
the rats, mice, squirrels, beavers, and 
muskrats, and the lagomorpha, includ- 
ing the rabbits, hares, and pikas. The 
distinction here is absurdly simple, in 
that the rodentia have two upper 
incisors while the lagomorpha have 
four, arranged in two longitudinal 
Beries 

Among the rodents of Georgia we 
have 4he squirrels which include a 
number of different sorts; there is 
the groundhog, for example, and the 
Various tree squirrels, the chipmunks 
and the flying squirrels. Then we 
have the rats and mice; there are doz- 
ens of them, evidently for we have 
the deer mice and the golden mice, 
the old-field mice and the beach mice, 
the rock voles and the cotton rats 
"and the wood rats, not 
the various introduced species such as

the Norway rat and the house mouse. 
Included in the mice are the muskrats. 
The family Castoridae is still repre- 
sented by the beavers. 

We are going to talk about a few 
of these rodents and the part they 
play in the complex faunal relation- 
ships of the Georgia wilderness. For 
the next few days our articles will 
be confined almost entirely to these 
animals, which are the most abundant 
and interesting of all our native small 
animals. 

A rodent has, as we said, two in- 
cisor teeth in each jaw. These are 
cutting teeth of the first order; there 
is little in the way of wood that they 
cannot go through. Anyone who has 
ever seen the work of the beaver can 
appreciate this statement. There are 
a number of other characteristics that 
determine the rodents but the teeth 
are the most diagnostic of all. Re- 
member that when you pick up a 
skull in the woods again.

Edwards Prays in Jail Cell 
As Counsel Prepares Appeal 


WILKES-BARRE, Pa., Oct. 
(‘P)—Robert Allen Edwards, convicted 
of the murder of his sweetheart, Freda 
McKechnie, prayed in his jail cell to- 


day as his attorneys worked swiftly 
to prepare an appeal from the jury 
verdict recommending the _ electric 
chair. 


As a guard paced slowly outside the 
barred door of his cell in the lLu- 
zerne county jail, the 21-year-old mine 
surveyor alternately knelt in prayer 
and read the Bible. 

The latter had been sent to him 
after his arrest by the “other girl,” 
Margaret L. Crain, East Aurora, N. 
Y., musie teacher, to whom Edwards 
sent fervent letters which created a 
sensation when read in court at his 
trial. 

A jury found him guilty and recom- 
mended the death penalty yesterday 
morning after the state charged the 
youth with bludgeoning to death Miss 
McKenzie, an expectant mother, dur- 
ing a midnight swimming party July 
30, so as to be free to marry Miss 
Crain. 

Despondent since he was informed 
that Miss Crain was “through” with 
him. Edwards was said by his guards 
to have been cheered after a_ visit 
from one of his attorneys, John A, 
Phillips, with word “not to give up 
hope.” He ate heartily. 

Frank McGuigan, chief counsel. 
conferred at length with Daniel Ed- 
wards, mine boss father of the con- 
viceted youth. 

McGuigan said he would submit to 
Judge W. A. Valentine tomorrow rea- 
sons why Edwards should be given a 
new trial. He will argue, he said, 
that the court erred as follows: 

In admitting testimony of Warden 
William B. Healey, of the county pris- 
on, relative to a reputed verbal admis- 
sion of guilt by Edwards; 

In admitting testimony of Dr. Stan- 
ley Freeman, jail physician, concern- 
ing Edwards’ admissions while await- 
ing trial. defense counsel contending 
admissions were “privileged communi- 


cations” and were not to be used 
against him; 

In its instructions concerning the 
“reasonable doubt” in the minds of 
jurymen and in its general instruc- 
tions; 

In admitting as evidence the let- 
ters of Edwards to Margaret Crain. 

After the reasons are transcribed, 
they will be taken up by the court 
in bane on October 29. In the event 
a new trial is denied, defense counsel 
plan to appeal to the state supreme 
court. 

As a last resort, presentation of the 
case to the state board of pardons 
and then to the governor is planned. 

It developed there was some appar- 
ent misunderstanding by defense coun- 
sel over the contents of the letters to 
Miss Crain before they were read, 
It was understood Edwards had in- 
formed his attorneys they were “ordi- 
nary” letters, 

Meanwhile, the little Edwardsville 
mining colony where Edwards lived, 
was still excited over the trial. 

The district attorney, Thomas M. 
Lewis, found himself boomed by Lu- 
zerne county folk for a judgeship on 
the strength of his final plea to the 
jury for young Edwards’ conviction. 

Lewis, attending one of the city’s 
many Welsh churches, repeated the 
statement he made after the trial: 

“It was the hardest task of my 
life, but justice had to be done.” 

A fellow churchgoer was County 
Judge William J. Valentine, who com- 
mended the jury and the verdict. 

Robert’s mother, who collapsed when 
she was informed of the jury's ver- 
dict, was under a physician's care, 
Edwards Sr., still vowed sternly he 
would “stick by the boy.” 

Mrs. McKechnie. Freda’s mother, 
was kept in seclusion as she recov- 
ered from shock induced by the trial. 
She fainted when told of the verdict. 

George MecKechnie, Freda’s father 
and a long-standing friend of “Dan” 
Edwards, said he was “sorry for the 
Edwards family.” After the verdict 
he sought out Edwards Sr., and shook 
his hand in sy mpathy.

JAPS MAY RENOUNCE 
WASHINGTON TREATY 


London Predicts Breakdown 
of Restrictions on all 
Capital Ships. 


LONDON, Oct. 7.—(4)—Virtual 
termination of the Washington naval 
treaty and the breakdown of restric- 
tions on all capital ships on Decem- 
ber 31 of this year was declared in- 
evitable today by an official source 
in close contact with international 
naval negotiations, 

Japan is expected to serve written 
notice to the United States that it 
is renouncing the treaty as from that 
date. The United States. on receiv- 
ing such notice, under the terms of 


the pact, would be required to notify 
the other treaty signatories, Great 
Britain, France and Italy. 

Technically, the treaty would not 
actually expire until two years after 
notice of termination is served by any 
signatory. 

But for all practical purposes re- 
nunciation of the treaty on December 
31, the earliest possible date, would 
mean th> end of the 5-5-3 naval pow-

MINISTER GRANTED 
SABBATICAL LEAVE, 
RELEASE REFUSED 


BLUEFIELD, W. Va., Oct. 7.—(?) 
The Rey. J. F. Benton, of Knoxville, 
secretary of Holston conference, Meth-

HAVANA STRIKE ORDER 
PARTIALLY EFFECTIVE 


Dock Workers’ Leaders Are 
Jailed; Car Men Join in 
Walkout. 


HAVANA, Oct. 8.— (Monday)— 
(P)—Radical labor unions sponsoring 
a general strike which was to start 
on many fronts at midnight were at 
least partially successful in the ef- 
forts to tie up the commerce of the 
nation, it was apparent early today. 


Early reports indicated that street 
car workers were joining the strike in 
some numbers despite the fact that 
their authorized leaders had decided 
not to participate in the movement. 

Numerous street car motormen were 
taking their cars to the stations and 
leaving their jobs. 

Police arrested 35 leaders of the 
dock workers’ unions, but that did not 
prevent the workers from leaving their 
tasks. The dock employers were 
striking. 

Leaflets distributed on the streets 
last night urged the strikers to en- 
gage in sabotage if necessary. 

As midnight approached trucks 
making deliveries: of bread and milk 
sped about the city. The drivers 
sought to distribute as many provi- 
sions as possible before joining the 
strike. 

Tobacco workers were lined up for 
the radical demonstration against the 
government. Taxicabs were vanishe 
ing from the streets and many em- 
plores of industrial plants were 
quitting. 

Owners of automobiles were warn- 
el to keep them off the streets. Sol- 
diers and policemen were everywhere 


‘on the streets, and special forces of 


officers were stationed at light plants 
instructed to keep workers on the job. 

The strike movement, engineered by 
the Communist National Confedera- 
tion of Labor and the United Front 
was being supported by a newly-form- 
ed leftist group known as “Young

THE STORY OF LAND TRAVEL. 
VI—Rise of the Railroad. 
The railroad story goes back to 
the coal mine. Long before anyone 
built a locomotive, men at mines laid ; 
railroad tracks—that is, they made. 
runways along roads with double-| 

lines of rails. 
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Above: English locomotive at begin-| 
ning of past century. Below: | 
Early American passenger train. | 
The word “rail” comes from &| 

Latin term meaning “a_ straight 

piece of wood.” The first railroad 

tracks were wooden planks placed in 
roads which led from coal mines to 
the market place; or to a wharf 
where the coal was to be put aboard 

a sailing vessel. 

The rails were needed because) 
there were so many ruts and muddy 
places in the roads. Some wagons) 
were stuck in the mud so deeply) 
that the horses found it hard to pull 
them ont. 

The use of runways. or railways, 
grew in favor. Metal plates were 
placed over the planks on some 
roads, and on others a still better 


| stagecoaches 


system was brought forth. Oast 
iron “rails,” held in position by be- 
ing fastened to wooden ties, were in- 
vented. ; 

When Richard Trevithick pre- 
duced a locomotive, the tracks were 
ready for it. One hundred and 
thirty years ago, he tested his loco- 
motive on a coal-mine railway. 
Speaking of this test, he wrote: 

“It worked very well, and ran up 
hill and down with great ease, an 
was very manageable. We had plen- 
ty of steam and power.” 

Trevithick’s engine made several 
trips, at one time hauling a load of 
ten tons for a distance of nine miles. 
The speed was almost five miles per 
hour. 

Later inventors, among them the 
Stevensons, built hetter locomotives, 
some of which were able to run from 
10 to 15 miles per hour. The value 
of the locomotive for taking people 
from place to place was quickly seen. 
Coaches were hitched to the locomo- 
tives, and hundreds of persons were 
pulled from place to place. 

The coaches, at first, were almost 
exactly like the stagecoaches, except 
that the wheels were fitted to cling 
to the tracks. Indeed there were 
pulled on tracks by 
horses. More than one merry race 
took place between steam-drawn and 
horse-drawn coaches, and the _ loco- 
motives did not always win. 

Railway lines for passenger trains 
were built on our side of the Atlan- 
tic, within 320 vears after Trevithick 
made his tests in Great Britain.

The 
data, for the most part, has been 
quoted from the final report of the 
committee on housing, which was sub- 
mitted to the president’s conference 
on home building and home owner- 
ship, called by Président Herbert !loo- 
ver in 19382. 

Cincinnati Model Homes Compary. 

We quote from chapter six of the 
aboye publication as follows: 

One of the first experiments in 
model housing for negroes was that 
conducted by the Cincinnati Model 
Homes Company, begun in 192. 
Apartments were provided for about 
300 negro familjes. Although it be- 
gan as a risk, it was found that 
results, both social and financial, ex- 
ceeded estimates. This venture was 
inaugurated by Jacob G. Schmidlapp. 
The cost was $250 per room. Some 
of the houses were sold on the ren- 
tal plan, with $100 for initial pay- 
ment, a weekly payment of $3.10 for 
10 years. At the end of 10 years 
the purchaser got the deed to the 
house subject to a mortgage of $600 
at 5 per cent or $30 a year to be 
paid off at his convenience. The aver- 
age earning of the negroes was $16 
a week; that of the whites from 10 
to 20 per cent more. Both paid. on 
an average, about one-fifth of their 
weekly earnings in rent. The small 
group proved a success, and the places 
were extended for negroes and whites. 
After 14 years the experiment has 
yielded results which may be prof- 
itable to study. In the matter of va- 
cancies and default of payment, be- 
tween 1924 and 1928, with approxi- 
mately equal number, the losses from 
default were $504.62 for negroes and 
$853.01 for whites. In the Washing- 
ton Terrace group with 500 negroes 
there were 39 arrests over a 14-year 
period, or one arrest for every 215 
individuals per year. The rate for 
the city of Cincinnati in 1923 was 
one for every 15 whites and one for 
every seven and a half negroes. The 
mortality was 15 per thousand as com- 
pared with 25 per thousand for the 
entire city. As a corporation, the 5 
per cent dividends to stockholders have 
always been paid, the 2 per cent de- 
preciation (now amounting to $1S0,- 
000) laid aside, and $90,000 accumu- 
lated in surplus. 

Garden Apartments in Chicago. 

The Michigan Boulevard Garden 

apartments sought to test the practi- 
cability of investments in negro hous- 
ing. Before any step was taken by 
Mr. Rosenwald, a survey was con- 
ducted with a view to determining the 
actual needs of the negro population. 
It appeared that three, four and five- 
room apartments were in greatest de- 
mand. Accordingly in 1929 the Michi- 
gan Boulevard Garden apartments 
were thus built and occupied an en- 
tire city block on the south side of 
Chicago, with accommodation for 417 
families. It is five stories in height 
and covers less than 40 per cent of 
the six acres of land involved. The 
apartments are modern in every re- 
spect, all apartments being centrally 
heated from a central oil-burning \eat- 
ing system, furnished with electric 
refrigerators and combination tub and 
shower baths. In the center of the 
block there is a large central garden 
covering three acres of land in which 
there are planted trees and shrubs, 
There is a playground for the small- 
er children in the garden and a sun 
room on the roof. The building is 
fireproof and involves an expenditure 
of $2,700,000. 
The rents, as might be expected on 
the basis of the substantial necessities 
and comforts provided, are somewhat 
high. The three-room apartments, 
which consist of living room, kitchen, 
bedroom and bath, average from $17 
to $18 per room; the four-room apart- 
ments from $14.50 to $18 per room, 
and five-room apartments from $13 to 
$16 per room. After the first six 
months of operation, 98 per cent of 
the apartments had been taken. The 
building was netting 6 per cent on 
the capital investment, and there had 
been loss by default of only about 
one-eighth of one per cent. After a 
year of operation, Mr. Rosenwald ex- 
pressed his satisfaction with the suc- 
cess of the venture. 

The Model Homes Company has at- 
tempted during the last 18 months to 
construct a series of buildings design- 
ed to house about £50 additional ne- 
gro families. Ten acres of grovnd 
were purchased for the site of the 
new buildings. Although the land 
was adjacent to a negro community, 
the white people in that vicinity ob- 
jected to the extension of the negro 
area. Blue prints for this project 
had been drawn, so the Model Homes 
Company, for the past year and a 
half, has been looking. without suc- 
cess, for a new location. It is ¢sti- 
mated that this project will cost a 


million and a half dollars. Four-room 
apartments were designed to rent for 
$30 per month. “Racial attitudes and 
implications’ have prevented the car- 
rying out of this project. 

According to the Better Housing 
League of Cincinnati, the housing 
agencies are interested in encouraging 
and controlling. the development of 
carefully selected subdivisions for the 
negro. 

“In the past there have been some 
subdivisions opened up by unscrupu- 
lous real estate men who have taken 
advantage of negroes so that many of 
them have lost their investments. 
There are, as you know, many differ- 
ont ideas on this subject, and up to 
this time the people interested in the 
projects have not entirely agreed upon 
a way to work it out. However, we 
hope that in a few years it may be 
possible to plan such a project.”

The two most notable ventures in 
model housing for negroes are the 


|\Paul Laurence Dunbar apartments in 


New York city, sponsored by Mr. John 
Rockefeller, designed to be sold, 
apartments in Chicago sponsored by 
Mr. Julius Rosenwald, built to be 
rented. For the Dunbar apartments, 
the building and land involved an out- 
lav of $3,330,000, on which a mod- 
erate interest of 5 per cent is expect- 
ed. ‘Tenants only can be stockhold- 
ers and stockholders only can be ten- 
ants. They subscribe to the amount 
of stock represented by the cost of 
the apartment which they select. The 
down payment called for $50 per 
room. A three-year lease is given, 
with the privilege of renewing each 
year thereafter. The tenants pay an 
average of $14.50 ner room per month, 
of which 54 per cent is principal and 
interest and 46 per cent upkeep, t 
insurance and other things. In 
years the tenants will have paid the 
principal. There are 511 apartments, 
many social features including nur- 
series and playgrounds, and employ- 
ment service, policing and meticulous 
inspections. More, it is a community. 
The type and cost of the venture 
made it evident that only negroes of 
more than average means could take 
possession. The largest single group 
of occupants is given as clerks with 
100. The median monthly earning 
was $148.86. 
The incentive supplied by the suc- 
cess of the Paul Laurence Dunbar de- 
velopment in New York and the Ju- 
lius Rosenwald development in Chi- 
cago had led to a movement in De- 
troit for the establishment of a simi- 
lar project there. This group, it is 
said. has the advice and counsel of 
the Detroit city planning commission 
but the plan is now being held in 


abeyance because of the present eco- 
nomic situation.

Peanut Crop Program 
To Benefit Growers 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—()— 
Farm administration officials predict- 
ed today that as a result of. the re- 
cently announced peanut adjustment 
program, market prices for the 1934 
crop would be above $59 a ton for 
Spanish peanuts, $56 for Virginias and 
$50 for runners. 

Producers who sign and carry out 
agreements to adjust their 1935 pea- 
nut acreage will receive in addition 
$8 a ton on their 1934 harvest. The 
benefit payment will not be made on 
peanuts “hogged down” or left in the 
ground. 

Growers, in signing contracts, will 
agree to plant in 1935 a peanut acre- 
age not more than 90 per cent of 
the 1933 planted acreage, or 90 per 
'cent of the 1934 planted acreage, or 
the average acreage planted in 1933 
and 1934, 

Under the program, it is planned 
to encourage use of peanuts as stock 
feed and in manufacture of peanut 
oil in order to adjust the supply for 
cleaning and shelling.
